now move th a t this house adjourn.” 
A round of applause greeted this 
statem ent, b u t Mr. Dockery, who was 
in the chair, explained th a t Mr. Cum­ 
m ings had been recognized only to 
m ake a personal explanation, and Mr. 
Cummings then w ithdrew his motion. 
There was a good deal of excite­ 
m ent on the floor and Mr. Reed tried 
to renew the motion, b u t the chair

“ We ought to have the 
regular daily jail delivery,” he adeed, 
amid laughter. A scene of the most 
extraordinary confusion followed, no 
attem pt a t order being made by the 
members.

b ut upon the genius of the navy de­ 
partm ent falls the task of m aking the 
m ost of th a t allow ance, and com bin­ 
ing as m any effective qualities w ithin 
those bounds as the skill of the naval 
architect and the m arine engineer can 
devise; and in the M ontgom ery the re­ 
su lt is decidedly praisew orthy.

Imported grapes are comparatively 
cheap.

commanded twenty-five cents a pcund, 
and they have been known to be 
higher even than tn at 
You can add 
sti aw berries to the li*t if you can a f­ 
ford to pry 45 cents a box for them 
W hat there are of them are s: id to be 
good, but there are not many of them 
—in a box. 


F ish A re C heap.

THE MERMAID OF MYTHOLOGY. 
Although the animal is the veritable 
original of the mermaid, her scientific 
name is not so supple on the lips as the 
soft, pet names given to the marine 
sirens of mythologj^. 
She is known as 
the dugong, and while she is more or 
less interesting to the naturalist as 
being the inoffensive cause of the mer­ 
maid myths, she is still more interest­ 
ing to him because she is a dugong. 
JTor the dugong has been battling for 
existence in the marine world for 
centuries, and is about to lose her 
identity among her aquatic neighbors 
of the southern deep. 
The dugong is 
becoming rapidly extinct. 
A specimen 
is seldom captured, and the one in the 
possession of the academy is regarded 
as an extraordinary prize. 
Every nation under the sun has con­ 
tributed to the mythical evolution of 
the dugongs from a member of the 
manatee family of mammalia to a beau­ 
tiful sea siren with languorous eyes 
and flowing hair, who woos foolish 
mariners to destruction, and the folk 
lore of every nation has a different 
idea ot the appearance of the mermaid. 
The crafty Chinese and Japanese have 
even manufactured a hideous sem­ 
blance to a woman fish, and great 
painters have deigned to commit to 
canvas their conception of the siren. 
The unattractive, motherly dugong 
was the cause of it all. 
The dugong forms the connecting 
link between the real whale and the 
heals and walruses. 
Like the whale, 
the animal has no hind feet, but a 
powerful horizontal tail. 
Its anterior 
extremities are more flexibly jointed 
than those of the whale, and this 
is

length of 20 feet, but the usual length 
is from 8 to 17 feet.

An A laskan Land 
w ith Its Q ueer and 
B adly Mixed Population. 
James Millar, who has long resided 
on Prince of Wales island, and who, 
by reason of his being the first white 
settler aud now controlling the larg 
est interest, is referred to as the mon­ 
arch of that island, is now in this 
country. Mr. M iliar is located at Hunt­ 
er's bay, where he has been for four 
years in the business of catching and 
salting salmon. 
The strange island of Prince of 
Wales, on which Mr. Millar has elected 
to make his home, lies at the mouth oi 
Dixon's entrance and only about three 
miles from the northern line of British 
Columbia. 
The island is about two 
hundred miles long and from ten to 
thirty or forty miles wide. It is singu­ 
lar in its make-up, having a fringe of 
lowland all around. 
Toward the cen­ 
ter are ridges of mountains, some of 
them reaching lofty heights and cov­ 
ered with perpetual snow. There is 
magnificent timber in great quantities. 
It consists of spruce, fir, hemlock, 
splendid yellow cedar and a very supe­ 
rior red cedar. 
“The island has never been surveyed 
nor explored,” said Mr. Millar, “and 
some day it must prove, I think, a 
most inviting field fru* exploration. 
The Indians, of whom there are proba­ 
bly some 3,000, are scattered around 
the island shores in little villages, 
usually of about IOO inhabitants each. 
They consist of many different tribes. 
Most of those I came in contact with 
are Hydahs. 
There are between 300 
and 400 of them at Hunter's Bay, and 
they are quite industrious as fisher­ 
men and salters of the salmon. 
The 
Hydah Indians came up from tho 
Queen Charlotte Islands many years 
ago and mad» conquest, driving the 
native tribe out. 
The former are very 
superior Indians. They are intelligent, 
and pick up anything very quickly. 
I 
think they originally came from Mexi­ 
co, as they much resemble the Mexican 
rac e. 
Some of them, I have noticed, 
have as fine faces as any white man 
and as full and tine beards. 
“Though Prince of Wales Island has 
many resources I do not think it will V'e 
of any use for agriculture. 
When I 
left on Dec. 11 there was some snow at 
Hunter's Bay, but still it was not cold. 
My nearest white neighbors are at the 
Presbyterian missionary station 
of 
Howkan, twenty-five miles away. 
At 
my place there are no white persons, 
except my wife and children, and they 
• are away for the winter." 
Mr. Millar is of middleage and has a 
pronounced Scotch accent. 
He is of a 
type of the hardy pioneer only to be 
met with at such far-away outposts.
